Business men

cial man is generally content to wear 
a moustache, keeping the balance of 
his face cleanly shaven. Nearly all of 
the Southern tourists wore frowsy 
beards; such as might grow upon a 
man who never shaved. The apparel, 
too, pronounced the travelers strangers 
in our land. The clothing was not 
cheap, but it was not up to the times. 
If one were to go rnto a country store 
with a well filled purse and attempt 
to clothe himself well he would prob- 
ably pick out such coats, hats and 
trousers as the Texans wore. 


Their accent, too, was peculiar.

Discolored Bricks, 


The discoloration of bricks since 


the recent severe and prolonged rains 
is seen to a greater degree than ever 
before in this locality. 


The cause of the white accumula- 


tion, especially on the walls most ex- 
posed to the rain, is still a matter of 
speculation. 


It is believed, however, by some of 


those engaged in the manufacture and 
sale of bricks that the discoloration 
ot the bricks is due to the extensive 
use of anthracite coal. As a result of 
the use of that coal the atmosphere 
becomes surcharged with sulphuric 
acid in a diluted form which iu damp, 
heavy weather settles upon the bricks 
and brings to the surface the magnes- 
ium which is in them. 
This is equally 


true of all stone iu which magnesium 
forrub a component part. 


In support of the plausibility of that 


theory it is pointed out that prior to 
the tune when anthracite coal was 
used in any large quautity such a thing 
as a red brick turning wbito was un- 
heard of. 


An applieation of boiling oil will 


quickly restore the brick to its natural 
hue, and what is better will prevent 
any recurrence of the trouble lor two 
or three years at least. 


When traveling you should always 


carry a tiny box of flaxseed for possible 
cinders. The instant that you feel a 
foreign hubstance iu the eye throw 


ilaxseeds ou the ball ot tho eye, and 
lift the upper lid aud draw it down 
it down over them so as tu hold them 
in.

bloolt, and leaving a large courtyard 
iii the center of it. 
At the center of 


one of the sides of the block will be 
a large building extending some dis- 
tance into the courtyard. 
In this 


w i l l be the co-operative plant, includ- 
ing thu kitchen, the laundry, the cold 
storage, the vegetable cellars, the 
steam boilers and the electric light 
pKmt. 


Close to tbe rear of the dwellings 


will be a light electric railway for the 
transportation and delivery of cooked 
meals. 
The ai rangemeuts are such 


that each house can be served with 
each separate course of the dinner 
with clockwork regularity. 


The current expenses are divided 


into two classes, one of them turning 
on the size of the house and the other 
on the number in the family. 
Under 


the head of living expenses is placed 
heat, light, insurance, taxes, water 
and service, and for all of these, for 
one of the smaller houses, the cost
